Of boggles, however, he 
will discover next to nothing, since anyone km possession of a mere 
moiety of his marbles will readily concede that such creatures could 
only exist in the minds of children of the sort whose childhoods are spent 
In wicker baskets, and who grow up to be muggers, dog thieves; and 
insuranwe salesmen* Nonetheless, judging from the sales of Prof* Tolkien's 
interesting books, this is a rather slxahls group, sporting the kind of 
scorchmarks on thier pockets that only the spontaneous combustion of heavy 
wads of crumpled money can produce* For such readers we have collected here 
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a few bits of raoial slander concerning boggles, culled by placing 
Prof. Toliena books on the floor in • neat pile and oing over then countless 
times in a series of skips and short hops. For than we also include a 
brief description ftf tha »oon-t«-ba^bliBhed^-1Ma^cr^lble-dog- 
sella account of DUdo Bagger's earlier adventures, called by him TraTels 
mith Gollua in Search of Loner Middle Earth, but wisely renamed by tha 
publisher Valley of the Trolls, 

Boggles are an unattractive but annoying people whose numbers have 
decreased rather precipitously since tha bottom fall out of the fairy-tale 
market. Slow and sullen f and yet dull, they prefer to iead simple lives 
of pastoral squalor. They don't like machines more complicated than a 
garrote; a black jack, or a luger, and they have always bean shy of tha 
"Big Folk" or Biggers" as they callus. As a rule, they will avoid us, 
except on rare occasions whan a hundred or so will gat together to diy- 
gulteh a mane farmer or hunter, They are a little people, smaller than 
dwarves, mho consider them puny, sly, and inscrutable and after refer to 
them as tha "boggle peril. M They seldom exceed three feat in height, but 
are fully capable of overpowering creatures half their slae whan they get the 
drop on them. As for tha boggles of the Sty, with whom wa chiefly concerned, 
they are unusually drab, dressing in shiny gray suits with narrow labels, 
alpine hats, and string ties; They wear no shoes, and they walk on a pair 
of hairy blunt Instruments which can only be called feat because of the 
position they oooupy at the end of their legs. Their faces hare a pimply 
malevolence that suggest a deep-seated fondness for making obsoen telephone 
calls, and when they smile, there is something in the way they wag their 
foot-long tongues that makes Komodo dragons gilp in disbelief. They have long, 
clever hands that spend a good deal of time around the necks of small, 
furry animals andin other people's pockets, and they are very skillful 
at producing intricate and useful things. Like loaded dioe and booby 
traps. They love to eat and drink, play mumbledy-peg with dim-witted 
quadrupeds, and tell off-color dwarf jokes. They give dull partiee and cheap 
presents, and they enjoy the same general regard and esteem as a dead otter. 

It is plain that boggles are relatives of ours, standing somewhere 
along that evolutionary line that leads from rata to wolverines and 
eventually to Italians , but what out exact relationship is cannot be told* 
Their beginings lie far back in the Good Old Days when the planet was 
populated with the kind of colorful creatures you have to drink a 
quart of Old Overcoat to see nowadays. The elves alone preserve any reoorda 
of that time, and most of them are filled with elf -staff, raunchy plotnres 
of naked trolls and sordid accounts of "Ore" orgies* But the boggles had 
clearly Uvea In lower Kiddle Earth for a long time before the days of Frlto 
and Diodo, uhen, Ilka a wary old salami that suddenly makes its presence 
known, they came to trouble the council of the Small and the Silly. 

Tula was all in the Third, or Sheet-natal Age, of Lower Klddl* Earth, 
and tha lands of that age have long since dropped into tha sea, and their 
inhabitants into bell Jars of the Ripley's Belleve-It-OrHfot Oddlterlum. 
Of thler original homey the boggles of Frito's time had lost all reoorda, 
partly because their level of lAmerery and intellectual development eomld 
have been equaled by a young blowflsh and partly bseause their fondness 
for genealogical studies made them dislike the notion that thair elaborately 
forged family trews had roota about as steady as Birnham wood. It la neverlese 
clear from their heavy accents and their fondneea for dishes cooked In 
Bryleraam that aemswhere 1m their past they went west in steerage. Their 
legends and old songs, which deal mainly with o v e r s ex e d elves and dragons 
in heat, make pa ssin g mention of the area around the Anaoln BLver, be twe e n

Baforo tho crossing of tho Papier-Mache Mountains, tho boggles had 
becoae divided into throo distinct breeds t Cluhfoots, Stools, and 
Naugahydes, The Clabfoota, by far tha aost numerous, ware swarthy, 
ahi f ty - ojod , and short i their haads and foot vara daft aa cmobara. They 
praforod to live in hillsides where thay could sag rabbi ta and small goats, 
and they supported tteaavlvea by hiring out aa torpadooa for tho local 
dwarf population, The Stools vara largor and oillor than tho Clmbfoote, 
and thoy lived in tha f atid lands at tho mouth and other orifioos of tho 
Anacin River, where thoy raised yaws and goitoro for tho river trade. 
Their closest relations ware with awn, for whonw thay handled oooaaianal 
runouts, least numerous wore tho Hengahydes, who ware tailor and wispier 
than the other boggles and who lived in tho forests, where thoy as Intel nori 
a thriving trade in leather goods, sandals, and haadlerafta. They did 
periodio interior-decorating work for tho elves, hat apent aost of their tiaw 
singing lurid folk songs and accosting squirrel*. 

Once across tho mountaine, tho Boggles lost no tans eotablishiag thaas lives, 
Tho shortened their naaea and elbowed their way into all tho oaantry clubs, 
dropping their old language and customs like a live grenade. An unusual 
easterly algratlon of aon and elvoa from Oleodor at this aaaw tiaw aakea 
it possible to fix tho date the beggiee came on tho seenee with soaa 
aoouraoy. ^ the eaaw year , the 1,623rd year of tte Third Age* tte 
Jfaugahyde brothers, Brasso and arame, 'lad a largo following of boggles " 
serosa the Qallowine River disguised as a band of itinerant graverobbers 
and took control from the high King at. RLbroast. In return for the King's 
grudging acquiescence, thoy sot up toll booths on tte roads and bridges, 
waylaid his messengers, and sent him suggestive and threatening letters. In 
short, thoy settled down for * long stay. 

Thus began the history of tte Sty, and tho boggles, with aa eye to 
tho statues of lialtations, started a new calendar dating from tho crossing 
of the Gallowine, Thay were quit* happy with thior aew land, and once again 
thoy dropped out of the history of sap, on occurrence which was greeted with 
the aaae universal sense of regret as tho sudden death of a and dog. Tte 
Sty was narked with fipeat red splotches on a|l the AM teas, and the only 
people who ever passed, through were aether hopelessly last or ooaaXately 
unhinged. Aside froa these rlre visitors, the boggles wore left entirely 
to themselves until the time of Prito end DU4b. anile there was still a 
King at BLbroast, tte boggles reaalned nominally his subjects , and to tte 
last battle at Ribroast wiftethe Slmmlord of Borax, thay aent soaa snipers, 
though who thay aided with i* \mcloar. There tho ler1& Kingdon ended, wad 
the boggles retaaaed to their w«llH>rdered, simple lives, eating sad 
drinking, singing and dancing, and passing bad checks. 

Xonetheless, tte easy life of the Sty had left tho baggies fundamentally 
unehanges, and they were still as hard to kill as a cockroach and as 
easy to deal with as a cornered rat. Though likely to attaok only in 
clod blood, and killing only for aoney, thoy rsaaivtiwl wasters of tte 
low blow and tte gang-up. They wore crook shots and very handy with all 
sorts of equalisers, and any aaall, alow, and stupid boast that tamed its 
back on a crowd of boggles was looking for a rtoaplag. 

All boggles originally lived in teles, which Is after all hardly 
surprising far creatures oh a first bane-basis with rats. In BLldo's 
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tim> v their abodes were far the most part built above ground in the manner 
of elves and man, bat these still retained many of the features of their 
traditional hones and were indistinguishable from the dwellings of those 
species vhose chief function is to Beet their makers, around August, 
deep in the walls of old hoses. As & rules, they were dumpling-shamed , 
built of mulch, silt, stray divots, and other seasonal deposits, oftan 
whitewashed by irregular pigeons. Consequently, most boggie-tewns looked 
as though some very large and untidy creature , perhaps a dragon, had 
quite recently suffered a series of disappointing bowel movements in the 
vicinity. 

In the Sty as & whole there were at least a dosen of these curious 
settlements , linked by a system of roads t post offices , and a government 
Hurt would have been considered unusually erode for a colony of 
cherrystone clams. the Sty itself was divided into farthings, half- 
farthings, and Indian-head nickels rules by a mayor who was eleoted 
in a furry of ballot-box stuffing evejy Aifeor Day. To assit Ida in his 
duties there was a rather large police force which did nothing but 
extract confessions , mostly from squirrels.

1) The 1971 rulesbook will be used for all regular games of Diplomacy. 
This rule book can be purchased from GM whose new address Is Games Research 
Inc., 500 Harrison Ave, Boston, Mass, 02118. 

2) All orders must be subedited on paper no smaller than a 3 by 5 card. 
Only one set of orders, for one country, for one game, for one season 
should be on one piece of paper. All orders must have the following 1 
legible writing, either the Boardman number or the sine number, name of 
country, name of season, present date, and signature of player. 

3) Any errors which are brought to the attention of tie GK before 
the next season will be immediately corrected* Any errors which are found 
after that will be corrected at the discresslon of the GM, depending upon 
how they effect the game. 

4) The GM encourages such items as general orders, two sets of orders 
mailed separately, and tentative orders mailed upon receipt ofthe sine. The 
set of orders with the latest date will be used. late orders will be accepted 
only upon very unusual circumstances. Anything which is mailed one week 
before the deadline will be accepted. An extension of the deadline will

5) General orders will be accepted for a three year period. The more 
specific these orders are in directions and aims, the better off you will be 
if they are used.

This game is a thorough revision of a game which has appeared in Don Miller's 
publications, Mordor Versus the World. In the map, the following abbreviations 
apply : Eli* Blue Mountains; DG, Dol Guldur; Ett, Ettenraoors ; Gap, Gap of Rohan; 
GF, Gladden Fields; lor, Lorien; HE, Mouths of Entwash; KM, Misty Mountains; 
HI, North Ithilien; Rau, Rauros; Rlv, Ri vend© 11; Wis, Wiaards's Vale. One name 
nas changed t it was easier to wrtie the Slvic Erebor, raliher than The Lonely 
Mountain, as in the original. 

I. Except as changed below, all regular Diplomacy rules apply. 

II. Third Age requires ? participants: 6 players and a gamesmaster. 
XXX* Third Age uses Double Annies (DA) and Triple Andes (TA) in 

addition to regular Single Armies (SA) and Fleets (F). 

XV. Opening strengths and positions (*: May put on the Ring): Eriador: 
* SA The Shire, SA Svendlm, F Ihun. Gondor i * DA Minas Tirith, SA Cair Andros, 
SA laaedon* Mordorj *TA Barad-dur, DA Udun, DA Mlnas Morgul, DA Moria, SA 
Mountains of Shadow, SA Carnen, SA Angmar, SA Dol Guldur, SA Xsengard. 
Hhovanion: *SA Erebor, SA Grey Mountains, SA Southern Mirkwood, SA Andiun. 
Rohan: *DA West Emnet, SA Eastfold, SA Edoras. Umbar:* Sa Havnes of Umbar, 
SA Harad, F dty of the Corsairs. 

In addition to those units there are "neutral" armies In Lorien and 
Rivendell. They may not move or support, but nay be supported. They are DA 
against Mordor and SA against all other countries. When dislodged they are 
annihilated. 

Mlnas Tirith Is defended by the city garrison, which is considered a 
SA* It automatically defends when any foreign unit tries to Move to Mlnas 
Tirith. It may never move or support, but may be supported, and its strength 
is added to any Condor unit which is in Minas Tirith when attacked (unless such 
unit moves out). If Minas Tirith is occupied by an enemy, the garrison is 
permanently distroyed. 

The Steward of Gondor may permit an allied unit to enter Mlnas Tirith 
but permission must be written and revealed during the move period. The 
garrison then continues to exist, but the Steward must continue to grant 
permission each turn. If, during any move, the foreign unit remains in Minas 
Tirith when the Steward withdraws permission, or if either power declares 
war on the other, the garrison vanishes without a struggle. 

V. Uabar and Eriador have fleets Initially, Umbar and Gondor only 
may build one additional fleet during the game. The Expe^tionary Orderi 
A fleet may embark an army, carry it any distance, and disembark It. The 
army must first move into the same province as the fleet (or vice versa). 
The army is then removed and is considered to be "inside" the fleet. The 
fleet may then, on subsequent moves, move normally. To disembark the army, 
the filet must be in a sea province. The army can disembark to any adjacent 
coastal province. Disembarkation is an attack by the army on the province 

and the disembarking fleet may not support. If the army is stood off, it stays 
in the fleet and may subsequently be disembarked. If the fleet vis attacked 
while disembarking, the disembarkation is concelled; if the fleet is forced 
also, the army is annihilated. A disembarkation may not be used to support 
an attack, but it may be supported.

VII. 1. The game ends when one of the following things occurs t a) Mordor 
TA puts on the Ring, b) Mordor TA is destroyed, c) One player controls all the 
supply centers, d) A non-Kordor Ring-carrying amy enters Barad-dur. 

2, The winner is, in each case* a) Mordor, b) Gondor ( if Gondor is 
gone then Rohan, Hhovanion, Umbar, Eriador, in that order, o) The Player, 
d) Th e lea der of the Ring-carrying amy. 

VHI. A special feature of Third Age is The Sing. The Ring starts north 
(west) of the cross-hatched line. The Gamesmaster draws one card front a set which 
has one card for each province in that area (except external Mordor centers) 
and six for The Shire. If the province drawn is one in which there is an assy, 
the appropriate player is secretly so informed, Other wise, the Ring is 
simply located in the province and its location is concealed until an army or 
a fleet moves into the province, at which time the Qanesmaster secretly 
informs the app r op riate player. So long as no one Puts on the Ring, its 
location is not officially revealed to anyone other than the possessor. Of 
course the player who has the Ring may do whatever he likes with the fact. 
The Gamesnaster must be informed at all times of the whereabouts of the Blag. 

The Ring can bet 1) Carries by any unit, 2)Put on by any starred unit, 
3) Taken off by the unit which put it on, 4) dropped by any unit carrying it. 

1) Any unit which moves into the province containing the Ring may carry 
The Ring. The Gamesmaster must be informed of whether or not this is dons. The 
unit then automatically carries The Ring until a)it drops it, b) it puts it on, 
c) the unit is destroyed, in which oase the Ring remains in the province of 
the destroyed unit and may be picked up and carried by another unit. Carrying 
the Ring gives no combat benefits. 

2) starred units having possession of the Ring may Put it on. This is 
done during a movement season in lieu of support, combat, or movement. This 
order made public and the location of the Ring is tus made known* Putting on 
the Ring succeeds unless the unit is destroyed that turn. A Ring-wearing 
army becomes a TA in normal combat and a QA (Quadruple Army) against Mordor, 
starting the turn after the Ring is put on. After wearing the Ring for two 
consecutive turns, the Army becomes a permanent QA; however, it can never 
Take the Ring off, cannot support or be supported by any units except its 

own and Mordor's, has the lorien and Rivendell armies become OA against all its 
units, and can win the game only under condition c. In other words, Putting 
on the Ring will bring only a 1-turn advantage, for which the unit will have to 
give up two movement turns, unless the player wishes to become essentially 
another Mordor. 

3) Taking off the Ring is done exactly as putting it on. The Ring's position 
becomes officially secret after it is taked off. 

k) Dropping the Ring is done secretly and requires no movement delay. The 
player merely informs the Gamesmaster that his Ring-carrying unti is leaving 
the Ring in the province it is in.

XI. OA and TA require only one supply center to sustain them.
